It is the general 
understanding about the war department, 
where the message was naturally much 
discussed, that! it. had particular refer- 
ence to the inadvisabi\ity of the accept- 
ance of a Chinese escort and was even 
stronger on this line than Minister Con 
ger’s former message concerning the lack 
of good faith of the Chinese government. 
It also is understood to have contained 
some valuable information about the 
military situation surrounding Pekin, 
which may be of value to the command- 
ers of the allied forces. There was 
nothing from General Chaffee up to the 
hour of closing the departments. War 
department officials very much hope that 
he and his colleagues have succeeded in

The company 
Was composed of a number of the most 
prominent and practica!] business men of 
the city. Among the organizers were a 
number of cotton mil] men. The idea was 
to utilize the waste at the Columbus and 
other Georgia cotton mills and convert 
them into batting and wadding. The in- 
corporators were enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject and thought that their investment 
would yield handsome returns, as there 
was then no plant of the kind in this sec- 
tion. A site was purchased, material was 
bought and work on the plant com- 
menced. 

About three weeks ago three of the 
prominent stockholders in the enterprise 
took a trip to New York. They have since 
returned, and now the details of the story 
of their trip have leaked out. 

When the promoters of the enterprise 
carefully made their arrangements they 
did not include in their calculation the 
batting and wadding trust of the country. 
They soon found out, however, that it 
Was a powerful concern and thoroughly 
organized and shrewdly managed. 

Work had not progressed on the plant 
very far before the officers of the ¢bm- 
pany received word from the trust that 
they would like to have a conference with 
the company. This conference was held 
in New York, the three stockholders re- 
ferred to representing the Columbus con- 
cern. The trust demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the gentlemen that they 
could crush them’ out easily. The trust 
made a reasonable offer to the company, 
agreeing to pay them s0 much money if 
they would abandon the enterprise, This 
offer was accepted. The money was paid 
and during the past day or two the stock- 
holders have been refunded their money. 
They did not lose a cent—indeed, they 
made a little, as they received back all 
the money they putin and still have the 
lot and the half-completed plant to dis- 
pose of it as they see fit—provided that, 
uvder no circumstances, it is to be operat- 
ed as a batting mill. 

Just what will become of the half-com- 
pleted plant is not known. « The frame of 
one building was nearly up and work was 
to have begun on a second immediately. 
After the deal with the trust a $1,700 or- 
der for lumber was countermanded. As it 
stands, inits half-completed state, the 
mill is an object lesson of the effect of 
monopoly. 

It was rumored that the plant might be 
converted into a yarn mill, but this has 
not been confirmed.

WORK OF THE MIDDLE AGES RECALLED 


Recitation Rooms Are Conveniently 
Arranged and Big Attendance 
| Is Expected, 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
The Jast legislature appropriated $2,000 
for repairs on the Middle Georgla Mili- 
tary and Agricultural college, formerly 
the old capitol. The work, which has 
oceupied almost the entire summer, is 


nearing completion. 

The old building is improved almost 
beyond recognition. The outside walls, 
cracked by the great earthquake shock 
of 1886. and streaked with the rains of 
nearly one hundred winters, are now per- 
fectly free from rents and are handsome 
in a fresh coat of stone gray paint. There 
are few more striking public buildings in 
the state. It strongly resembles some 
great stone castle of the middle ages. 
The people of Georgia will never cease to 
feel a pride in this historic landmark, 
standing as a memorial of the common- 
wealth’s growth from a subject colony 
of Great Britain to the Empire State of 
the South. Hundreds come every year 
to look upon its great gray walls and to 
have thoir patriotic impulses stirred by 
recalling the scenes enacted within its 
precincts. Now that the state has gen- 
erously spent money to restore some of 
the old building’s former glory, the peo- 
ple will come in greater numbers to see 
the house where was fashioned the great- 
ness of their state, 

Inside the 6building the improvement is, 
if possible, more marked. Changes have 
been made on the interior the better to 
adapt the building to the uses of a school. 
The old hall of the house of representa- 
tives is the chapel, where the school as- 
sembles every day for devotional exercises 
and where crowds gather on commence- 
ment occasions, to hear the sweet girl 
graduate read her essay and the manly 
cadet ta deliver his earnest speech. [It 1s 
a spacious auditorium, strongly sugges- 
tive of noble thought and great speech. 

The cunning hand of the workman has. 
left its imprint throughout the building. 
Lime and paint harmoniously blend to 
give a happy effect. Wide hallways and 
large recitation rooms impress the visitor 
at once. 

The people of Milledgeville are proyd of 
their school building and of their school: 
They are constantly devising plans for 
its improvement. The latest of thése is 
the endowment of scholarships. A number 
of public-spirited citizens have undertak- 
en to endow an alumni scholarship in the 
university of Georgia. The plan involves 
the maintenance of two cadet graduates 
at the university after the first year from 
the inauguration of the movement. This 
is a great scheme for the military col- 
lege. It originated with Dr. Thomas M. 
Hall, an enthusiastic alumnus of the in- 
stitution. 

The R. E. Lee chapter, Daughters of the 
Confederacy, and the Milledgeville Ma- 
sonic lodge has each endowed a scholar- 
ship in the college. The Daughters will 
educate the descendants of Confederate 
Veterans, entering one every four years: 
The Masons propose to meet the expen- 
ses of a boy and a girl at the college, 
the children of members of the local lodge. 
The first beneficiaries of these funds will 
be selected in time for the next session 
which opens September 3d. : 

President Reynolds is looking for the 
largest opening the college has had in 
years.

REPORT IS FROM LONDON 


Request for a Sanctuary in the Con- 
sulate at Lorenzo Marques Said 
To Have Been Made on the 
| Day Pretoria Was 
eA Taken. : 
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London, August 14.—President Kruger 
at one time made a formal application to 
the United States to grant him a sanctu- 
ary in case the necessity arose. This oc- 
curred, according to Secretary of State 
Reitz, of the Transvaal republic, the day 
Lord Roberts entered Pretoria. 

The details of the event have been rela- 
ted to a representative of the Associated 
Press, by Mr. F. W. Unger. who has just 
returned from the Transvaal, and who 
has secured the information from Secre- 
tary Reitz and others. After quoting the 
secretary as saying President Kruger 
would never take to the mountains, on ac. 
count of his age, but would retreat down 
the line, finally escaping to Portuguese 
territory, Mr. Unger said that the day 
the British entered Pretoria President 
Kruger sent for Mr. W. Stanley Hollis, 
the United States. consul at Lorenzo 
Marques, and Mr. Hollis was taken to 
Machadodorp in a special ear. 

President Kruger asked him if his gov- 
ernment would grant (President Kruger) 
an asylum in the Lorenzo Marques consu- 
late until President Kruger made other 
arrangements for his departure. 

President Kruger expressed fears con- 
cerning his treatment by the Portuguese 
government and wished to guard against 
any possible British landing parties. Mr. 
Hollis asked for time to consult with his 
government and President Kruger assur- 
ed him he would receive a week’s notice 
before putting the plan into execution. 

In consequence of this yisit to* the 
Transvaal and the transmission of Presi- 
dent Kruger’s request to Washington, 
Mr. Hollis received instructions from Sec- 
retary Hay not to leave Portuguese terrl- 
tory again. He was thus compelled to 
neglect the interests of the British pris- 
oners at Nooit Gedacht, 


STATE DEPARTMENT DENIAL. 


Report of Kruger’s Request Diplo- 
matically Turned Down. 


Washington, August 14.—It is said at the 
state department that no formal upplica- 
tion has ever come from Consul Hollis for 
sanctuary in the Americaa consulate for 
President Kruger, and that the instruc- 
tiens sent to the consul to confine his 
energies to his consular duties was not 
a result of any discussion of an asylum 
for the Boer president, as the department 
was not aware that Mr. Hollis had visited 
the president.

RAILROAD KING 
BREATHES HIS LAST 


C. P. Huntington, Multi-Millionaire, 
Died Yesterday. 


ESTATE WORTH $50,000,000. 


The Big Magnate Was Summering at 
Racquette Lake, N. Y. 


HE BEGAN LIFE IN EXTREME POVERTY 


Huntington’s Death Affects Great 
Financial Interests in Every 
Part of the United States, 


Racquette Lake, N. Y., August 14.—C. 
P. Huntington, president of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, died at his 
camp, Pine Knot, in the Adirondacks, at 
about midnight. Hearf disease was the 
direct cause of death. 

Apparently well on retiring at 11 
o’clock, he was taken suddenly with a 
choking spell, which was quite common 
with him and which was not thought’ to 
be serious, but he became worse. As 
soon as the seriousness of the attack 
was realized, a messenger was dispatch- 
ed to the neighboring camp of Governor 
Lounsberry for a doctor, and he was on 
hand in half an hour. 

Mr. Huntington died without regain- 
ing consciousness, not more than three- 
quarters of an hour having passed be- 
tween the attack and his death. Mrs. 
Huntington and Mr. Huntington’s secre- 
tary, G. E. Miles, were at his bedside at 
the time of death. 

Appeared in Good Health. 

Eany Monday morning Mr. Huntington 
appeared to be enjoying the best of 
health, walking about his preserve and 
taking a trip on his private steamer, re- 
marking to friends that he was feeling 
unusually well. His adopted son, Archer 
M. Huntington, was notified at an early 
hour this morning. 

After much difficulty and delay the 
news of the death was delivered to W. 
West Durant, who was jointly connected 
with Mr. Huntington in the Racquette 
Lake railway. 

The remains are to be conveyed to the 
Hungington’s residence in New York. The 
funeral cortege is expected to start from 
Racquette Lake tomorrow, but may not 
be able to reach New York city before 
Thursday. The time for the funeral has 
not been announced. 

Mr. Huntington’s death had little ef- 
fect on the general stock market. Even 
his own roads, among which was South- 
ern Pacific, were hardly disturbed. Some 
large lots of Southern Pacific came out 
in the initial transactions, but' they were 
promptly taken by banking interests 
known to represent the late millionaire, 
and as a result! the price of Southern 
Pacific soon rallied from its one point de- 
cline. It seemed to be the general opin- 
ion of those conversant with Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s affairs that he had left his prop- 
erties in such shape as to permit of easy 
handling by others. 

His Fortune Was Eno

Review of Huntington’s Life. 

The boyhood of Collis P. Huntington 
was spent in Harwinton, Litchfield coun- 
ty, where he was born October 22, 1821, 
in an old-fashioned, dilapidated house in 
the Poverty Hill district. The old house 
has been unoccupied for many years, 
and is now in the. last stages of de- 
cay. 

His mother was a hard-working Chris- 
tian woman, but the father was a man 
in whose make-up ambition had no part. 
He was a tinker and traveled about the 
country mending umbrellas and sharpen- 
ing razors. The income of the elder 
Huntington was far too meager to supply 
the wants of his large family, and when 
Collis was ten years of age his parents 
separated. Mrs. Huntington made her 
home with friends and the children were 
placed with families in the town. Collis 
made his home with the family of Orson 
Barbier. Mrs. Barbier was an unusually 
intelligent woman, and to her training, 
as Mr. Huntington in the days of his 
success always admitted, was due the 
fire of ambition which early was kindled 
in his breast té®make himself a success 
in the world. 

Young Huntington was not a particu- 
larly bright student in his school days, 
and the last day he attended a school 
of any sort he had trouble with his 
teacher, Russell Wilson, and snatching 
his cap from the rack, made a bolt for 
the door, stopping on the threshold 
long enough to bid goodby to his school- 
mates and to his teacher in a bit of 
verse which furnished considerable 
amusement for the pupils and a good 
deal -of discomfort for his teacher. This 
hasty leave-taking occurred just before 
Mr. Huntington was fourteen years of 
age and almost immediately he started 
on the road as a peddler of tinware. 

He never again returned to Harwinton 
to make his home, but from time to time 
his success in the financial world reach- 
ed the ears of his old schoolmates, and 
fifteen years ago he returned to his na- 
tive town and erected a memorial to his 
mother, Elizabeth Vincent Huntington, 
which will serve to pe tnate his name 
and his successes in arwinton. The 
memorial was in the form of a massive

then joked himself into the senate.

Washington, D. C., August 14.—(Special.) 
Political writers employed. on the repub- 
Hean press are doing everything they 
know how to make it appear that there 
is great strife between the different Tfac- 
tions of New York democracy, and that 
if any one of the factions—they seem [0 
think there are several—is active in sup- 
port of the national ticket, the others 
will shy from it. 

wus aie gentlemen and their em- 
ployers, it is simply a case of the wish 
being father to the thought. If the po- 
litical writers for the New York newspa- 
pers knew anything about national pol- 
itics or about state pviitics in its nation- 
al bearings, they would know that there 
is absolute harmony and earnestness 
on the part of all of the Democrats of 
New York in suppert of the national 
ticket. 
committee who have spent some time in 
New York conferring with different prom- 
inent democrats have told me that there 
is every reason to be enthusiastic over 
the barmonious support which the nation- 
al ticket is going to receive. 


One of these gentlemen, in discussing 
the situation. said to me at Indianapolis: 

“Senator Jones and all of us have been 
deeply impressed with the frankness, the 
sincerity and the earnestness of Mr. 
Croker in his desire to see democratic 
victory in the nation and the state. in 
his discussion of matters relating to the 
campaign, he has shown that all the talk 
of jealousy and strife, so far at least 
as he is concerned,finds its only basis in 
the imagination of the writers. ~ Mr.

He says he is not in favor 
of any particular man for the governor- 
ship nomination, but is only anxious that 
the party shall select the man who is 
able to poll the most votes. He believes 
this nomination chould go up the state. 
His reason for this is that he believes 
some strong up-the-state democrat will 
be able to poll more votes in the aggre- 
gate than a man from Greater New York, 
for there is undoubted prejudice out in 
the country against the city. He says 
that the nominee, whoever he may be, 
would poll every democratic vote in the 
city, and he believes it but right to the 
democrats outside of the city, as well 
as good politics, to give them the nomin- 
ation.”’ 


There has in the past been some jeal- 
ousy between the state machine and the 
city machine. David B. Hill has been 
regarded as the inspiring spirit of the 
state machine and he is not very enthusi- 
astic on the subject or Croker and Tam- 
many hall. But the men who have been 
recognized as Hill’s most active iieu- 
tenants possess none of his bitter feel- 
ing; and as things now stand, Senator 
Murphy and National Committeeman 
Norman E. Mack are really the dominant 
spirits in up-the-state politics. These men 
are friends and political allies with Mr. 
Croker. Frank Campbell, who was for- 
merly the member of the national com- 
mittee and who is regarded as the clos- 
est man to Mr. Hill, says that all the 
democrats outside of the city ask is, that 
if there should be a democratic governor 
at Albany, the state organization will 
receive its full share of recognition and 
will not have to go down to Tammany 
hall for an indorsement’ of its requests. 
There is no trouble whatever in the city 
and country getting together on this ba- 
sis, for; as Mr. Croker has pointed out, 
all the city organization wants is to be 
let alone in city affairs, and Tammany is 
perfectly willing to let the democrats out- 
side the city get their full share of the 
plums under a democratic administration. 


Mr. Croker’s objection to the nomina- 
tion of a city man for governor wiil ap- 
ply against Controller Bird s.

The 
Brooklyn democrats seem to believe that 
Coler is the strongest nominee that could 
be named. Colonel Bertram Clayton, 
member of congress from the fourth dis- 
trict, said to me at Indianapolis that he 
believed democrats would undoubtedly 
carry the state if they nominated Coler. 
His judgment in the matter may have 
been a little warped by the fact of his 
own residence in Brooklyn, however. The 
Brooklyn democrats place great faith in 
the young controller, who, in the admin- 
istration of the financial affairs of Great- 
er New York, has surprised everybody by 
his common sense, his fearlessness and 
his business ability. From the outside it 
would look as if Coler’s nomination would 
be excellent politics, especially if Mr. 
Platt names Ben Odell, Congressinan 
Sereno Payne or any other straight-oul 
machine republican, as he is sure to do. 
Coler would draw the independent ele- 
ments which made Roosevelt's election 
possible. He has quite an attractive per- 
sonality and seems to possess to a large 
degree that “horse” sense which makes 
success in business and public affairs. 


When he was in Washington conferring 
about his plan for the regulation of 
trusts, I had a talk with hi:n at the 
Arlington, and was much impressed by 
his frankness, his lack of anything like 
personal conceit and his common gense. 
His anti-trust plan, you will recall, had 
its basis in the same sort of supervision 


‘of large corporations of all kinds that is 


given insurance companies in the differ- 
ent states. Should he become the party’s 
candidate, thig trust question would 
doubtless cut a decided figure in the state 
campaign.

“Acting upon what I believed to be posi- 
tive evidence that my .suspicfons were 
correct,’’ he said, “I attacked Brenner as 
soon as I Jaid my eyes on him. I smash- 
ed him in the face and he drew his pis- 
tol. I struck him again and aftep he shot 
at me. I then left him and went after a 
policeman. As soon as this matter has 
been settled in the courts I will Jeave the 
city for home in Indlanapolis,“I was in- 
censed, and had aright to bé, and no man 
would have acted other than I did.” 

Brenner declined to make any state- 
ment. He said he had been advised by 
friends to say nothing until the cases 
came up in-court. He would neither deny 
nor affirm the statement made by Whaley. 

In his statement Whaley said Mrs. 
Voorhees was in the parlor talking to 
Brenner when the fight started. 

Mrs. Voorhees was seen by the reporter 
and the police and to them she denied 
that she was with Brenner at the time. 

“IT was in the parlor,” said Mrs. Voor- 
hees; ‘‘and the first thing I knew of the 


affair the two men were scuffling. I left 
the rcom at once.” 


What Mrs. Whaley Says. 


Mrs. Whaley was seén by ths reporter 
at the time Sergeant McCurdy was in- 
vestigating the case. Mrs, Whaley stated 
that her husband’s conduct was based en- 
tirely upon unreasonable jealousy aggra- 
vated by the effects of liquor. 

“Mr. Whaley has been drinking since 
last Saturday,” said Mrs. Whaley, ‘‘and 
for that matter he is nearly always drink- 
ing. I have given him not the least cause 
to become suspicious of me. He is very 
jealous and does not want me to talk to 
anybody. I deny that I received any at- 
tention from Mr. Brenner other than any 
lady would receive from a gentleman, I 
mind this thing more on account of my 
little gir] than anything else.”

HE COULD NOT MAKE BOND 


Prosecutor Intimates He Is a Profes- 
sional Straw Bondsman. 


CASE COMES UP NEXT TUESDAY 


John Corrigan Is Prosecuting Wit- 
ness and the Case Is One of Im- 
portance in Court Circles. 


There is pending in Justice Bateman’s 
court a case which may prove interest- 
ing as the initial step in a determined 
ruovement on the part of the officials of 
the city court to weed out the straw 


professional bondsmen in Atlanta. Sev-. 


eral alleged property holders whose 
names figure rather promiscuously on 
small bonds in the various courts have 
been investigated, and the revelations 
promised will make sensational testimony 
in court. The case in question js that 
of W. LL. Hames, charged with false 
swearing. 

The warrant against Hames was sworn 
cut last Saturday morning by John Cor- 
rigan, assistant to Solicitor Eugene 
Black, in Justice Bloodworth’s court, 
from which a change of venue was 
taken, Justice Bateman set the hearing 
for Monday and placed the defendant 
under a $100 bond, which he gave. At 
the time appointed the state, represented 
by Hudson Moore, announced ready for 
trial, but the defense, represented by 
Glenn & Garner, asked for a continu- 
ance, which Judge Bateman’ granted, 
setting the date for Tuesday, the 21st. 
The prosecution urged upon the court 
the insufficiency of Hames’s bond, which 
was ordered increased to $500. Although 
Hames is on a good many bonds himself 
and poses as a man of property, he tried 
all day in vain to make a satisfactory 
bond, and late in the evening was com- 
mitted to the Tower. Late yesterday 
evening he was still in confinement. 


Prosecuting Witness Corrigan had in-: 


tended to go before the grand jury with 
this case at its next meeting, but his 
action against Hames was precipitated 
by the latter’s connection with the 
Georgia Mercantile and Produce Com- 
pany criminal litigation. Hames was of- 
fered by the lawyers of the defunct com- 
mission house as bondsman in the seizure 
of some limes by a creditor, and was 
objected to by the opposing counsel, 


Hudson Moore, who had had occasion to 


investigate his property assessments. At- 
torney Moore, whose objection was sus- 
tained by Justice Bateman, disclosed 
enough to eause Mr. Corrigan to fear 
that Hames might take French leave, 
and he, therefore, determined to push 
the prosecution witlgut further delay. 
Some fifteen or twenty witnesses were 
present at the hour set for the hearing 
Monday. 

W. L. Hames, who is given as a black- 
smith by trade in the city dirgctory, but 
who is said by court officials to have 
no known occupation save that of a pro- 
fessional bondsman, gives his property 
rating at $4,100. On the strength of this 
substantial showing the man is said to 
have been taken on many small bonds 
for some time without question, and is 
at present bondsman in a number of 
cases in the superior, criminal, cémmis- 
sioners’ and justices’ courts, as well as 
for some bailiffs. Hames does not ap- 
pear on last year’s rolls. His name ap- 
pears credited with the amount specified 
on the state and county books for 19900, 
but he has given in no property to the 
city tax. department. Prosecuting Wit- 
ness Corrigan .proposes to prove . that 
Hames has flagrantly falsified in the 
matter of listing property, for sinister 
reasons, and so far from being a man 
of some means he is too poor-to go on 
any one’s bond. If Mr. Corrigan sub- 
stantiates his charges, the defendant will 
find himself in a serious predicament, 
as the penalty involved is not less than 
three nor more than ten years in the 
penitentiary. 

John Corrigan was seen concerning 
the Hames case yesterday, but would not 
talk for publication about the case in 
advance of trial, but said he was will- 
ing to discuss the matter ‘fon general 
principles.”

bonds for a consideration generally 
from $5 to $10 in each case. Some of 
these professional bondsmen are men of 
straw, so far as their financial responsi- 
bility is concerned, and have resorted 
to smooth tricks to get a rating in the 
tax books. Fixing the valuation of a 
cheap piece of property at an exorbitant 
sum is the least of their offenses. Fre- 
quently they do not own the property 
at all, and thereby hangs 4 tale. Now, 
suppose, as in an instance I might 
specify, a man goes into the bond busi- 
ness since January 1st and lists his 
fictitious property. He lays claim to the 
realty holdings of non-residents or some 
obseure bit of ground here and there, 
and the aggregate valuation is sufficient 
for his purposes. Although this false 
representation is listed, he can avoid 
paying a cent of tax on it and use it as a 
basis of credit or his nefarious businegs 
for nearly a year. He has until the 19th 
of December to pay the tax collector, 
and even after the books are closed it is 
a month or two until the fi. fas. are is- 
sued. Then, after working the game for 
a year, he ‘simply says he only had a 
bond for title and that the owner had 
taken it back and paid the taxes on it. 
He gives the correct name of the true 
owner, and the clerk finds that the taxes 
have been paid. After a new year 
dawns he works up @ new batch of prop- 
er to claim, or can with about as 
much safety claim the old. Frequently 
these straw bondsmen of the small fry 
sort are the ignorant dupes of designing 
shyster lawyers, who use them to suit 
their purpose. Clients who could not 
give a $1 bond are thus enabled to make 
the bond imposed by the court. There 
is a world of sharp practice and down- 
right skulduggery about the business, 
and generally the legal blacklegs are at 
the bottom of it and profit aqrst by it.

This is evidently the consummation of 
the plan formulated last year, but which 
was held up by the case of the state 
against the company, which sult sought 
to prevent the consolidation of the Con- 
golidated Street Railway Company and 
the Atlanta Railway Company under the 
name of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. : 

That suit having been decided by the 
gupreme court in favor of the defendant 
company, the consolidation is now com- 

_ plete and the mortgage is placed on 

Only $5,000,000 of bonds, it is understood, 
will be issued at present. The remaining 
$1,008,000 will be reserved for future ex- 
texsions and improvements by the com- 


pany. 

The $2,500,000 of bonds, issued by the At- 
‘Manta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany on January 2, 1899, will be redeemed 
by the company. 

The extensions of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company are to go to the 
Chattahoochee river and Marietta, to the 
Rew prison site and to Lakewood, Part 
of the money from the bonds will be ex- 
pended in making these extensions.

RAIN I$ BADLY NEEDED 


Past Week Has Been Intensely Hot 
Throughout State. 


COTTON HAS BEEN INJURED 


Sweet Potatoes, Cane, Rice and Pea- 
nuts Are Doing Well—Peaches 
About All Marketed. 


According to the weekly bulletin is- 
sued by the weather bureau, the intense 
heat that has prevailed in all parts of 
the state, together with a general lack 
of rain, has hurt crops to a considerable 
extent. Following is a summary of the 
report which gives a resume of general 
conditions: 

“The past week has been intensely hot 
over the entire state, and without rain- 
fall, except a very few scattered, light 
showers. Rain is badly needed in every 
section, as nearly all crops are suffer- 
ing from the lack of moisture. The pre- 
vailing conditions were most favorable 
for saving and curing the fodder crop, 
which is a large yield, and has been 
housed in excellent shape. 

“The excessive heat and lack of rain 
has arrested cotton growth, and mate- 
rially lessened the prospects of a fair 


| yield, except, possibly, in north Georgia, 


where the crop seems to be in better 
condition than in the lower counties. 
Reports are numerous of shedding, rust- 
ing and premature opening, and much 
will depend on the weather of the ensu- 
ing two weeks as to the outcome. Pick- 
ing is in full progress in several central 
and southern counties, and small quanti-- 
ties ara being marketed. Sweet pota- 


‘toes, cane, rice and peanuts are doing 


well in most sections. Upland corn is 
also in fairly good shape. The move- 
ment of the peach crop its practically 
over, except in the extreme north. The 
weather is too dry for turnip sowing, and 
is unfavorable on the seed already sown. 
Stock continues fn good condition, and 
pastures are generally fine.”

Prominent Traffic and General Railway 
Officials Here. 


MAKE COMPRESS CONPRACTS 


To Decide on Terms and Conditions 
of Cotton Compress Contracts.

Nearly fifty prominent traffic and gen- 
eral railway officials representing all of 
the lines in the southeastern territory are 
In Atlanta attending a meeting of the 
Southeastern Traffic officialts. 

They are here to discuss terms and 
forms of contract with the cotton com- 
press companies at the principal ports 
and interior points for the current year 
and to decide whether a readjustment of 
the recently published basis of rates on 
cotton from southeastern points to Caro- 
lina mills should be made. 

The officials expect to conclude their de- 


Niiberations today. No decisive action on 


either of the two matterg to be consider- 
ed was taken yesterday. Sub-committees 
were appointed to take the two matters 
up in detail and report to the meeting this 
morning. 

At two previous meetings held in At- 
lanta the question of cotton rates to 
Carolina mil] points was taken up and 
thoroughly threshed out. The Carolina 
mills had opened a new market and had 
practically revolutionized the cotton 
movement in the south, particularly in 
this territory. Because of the absolutely 
new conditions surrounding the move- 
ment some difficulty was expertenced in 
establishing a basis of rates that would 
be fair and equitable to al] the lines con- 
cerned, the shippers and the mills. 

A basis was finally agreed upon anda 
pu blished. 

Recently some of the lines have asked 
for a readjustment, because they claimed 
the existing rates worked to their disad- 
vantage. 

There is slight reason to believe that 
tha present rates will be disturbed. 

The matter of uniform compress con- 
tracts Mes between the carriers and the 
cotton compress companies. The public 
will hardly be affected no matter what 
action is taken. The railroad people meet 
with the compressmen each year to de- 
cide on-the form and terms of the con- 
tract to be used during tthe ensuing twelve 
months. 

In the past the compress companies 
have been paid 8% cents per 100 pounds 
on all cotton pressed to a density of 
twenty-two and a half pounds per cubic 
feet. It is believed that the same rate 
will be agreed on this year. Some changes 
may be made in the wording and the 
minor terms of the contract. 

General Manager T. K. Scott, of tle 
Georgia, has called a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association for 
this morning to dispose of some routine 
business.

The premiums and losses by companies 
as annually compiled and just published 
by Robert N. Hughs, of Atlanta, are al- 
ways interesting to companies. The fig- 
ures below are taken from the returns 
of the individual companies as furnished 
to the state and cover the period for the 
tax year ending April 30, 1900. For the 
past year the premiums were $2,403,843 and 
losses $1,925,146, a loss ratio of 80 per cent. 
For the previous five years the record 
was: Premiums, $10,334,700, and _ losses, 
$6,488,960, or a loss ratio of nearly 65 per 
cent. There is no money in this with the 
expenses running from 35 to 40 per cent.

The foregoing 
figures include the Southern Mutual, which 
only writes the preferred classes of build- 
ings. If its figures were eliminated Jit 
would be seen that Georgia as a whole 
is perhaps, excepting Texas and Tennes- 
see, the most unprofitable state in the 
south.

The weather bureau at 
weekly summary of crop 
cotton: 

“Over portions of the central belt cotton has 
improved slightly, although rust and shedding 
are generally reported, and the crop needs 
rain in portions of Mississippi, while suf- 
fering from excessive moisture and lack of 
cultivation in parts of Louisiana. 

‘In the Carolinas, Georgia and Arkansas 
the condition of cotton has deterioated mate- 
rially, premature opening being extensively 
reported from’ the Carolinas. 

‘In northern Texas cotton has made favora- 
ble progress, but elsewhere in that state it 
needs dry weather, and is making too much 
rank growth. Some picking has been done over 
the southeastern portion of the cotton belt, 
and while cotton is opening in southwestern 
Texas, picking will not be general in that 
state for two or three weeks.’’ 


SOLD ON THE WEEKLY REPORT. 


Bullish, But Failed To Note Unfavor- 
able Conditions Expected. 


New York, August 14.—The cotton market 
Opened steady with near months |! to 4 
points lower and far months 2 to 4 points 
higher, and ruled very irregular during the 
forenoon with the general tendency toward 
wearkness under flurries of liquidation for pro- 
fessional and speculative account. Weak Eng- 
lish cables and reports that rains had falicn 
in the Atlantic states were in evidence, while 
the trade in general seemed to be as heavily 
loaded ‘with new crop cotton as it was short of 
those options two weeks ago. The weakness in 
Liverpool was credited by private cables to 
a scare of holders started by reports that Man- 
chester spinners were soon to adopt a_ short 
time schedule and predictions from this side 
to the effect that the crop was doing better 
than admitted. Promptly at | o'clock the 
weekly government report came to hand, and 
immediately created dismay in the ranks of the 
bulls, who sold heavily in an effort to dis- 
gorge large holdings. While the statement 
Was unquestionably a bullish one, it failed to 
mote the unfavorable conditions expected. On 
the break Europe and the south sold actively, 
as did the warehouses. During the rest of 
the afternoon the market was extremely ner- 
vous, and displayed feeble speculative en- 
ergy. The close was steady at a net loss of !6 
to 21 points.

THE WEEKLY CROP SUMMARY 


Conditions Unfavorable East of the 
_ Rocky Mountains. 


Washington, August 1!4.—The weather bu- 
reau's weekly summary of crop. conditions 
says: 

“Owing to the extreme conditions of heat 
and dryness, and excessive rains in certain 
districts the week as a whole was unfavor- 
able to agricultural interests in the districts 
east of the Rocky mountains, but on the Pa- 
cific coast it was very favorable. 

‘‘In portions of Missourl and Kansas, corn, 
more especially the late planted, has been 
materially injured. In the principal states of 
the corn belt the reports indicate that the bulk 
of the crop will be safe from frost by Septem- 
ber Ist to 10th, and that the late crop will be 
matured one or two weeks later. 

Iieavy rains in the principal spring wheat 
states prevented the completion of the spring 
wheat harvest and caused injury to the aver- 
ripe standing grain as well as to that in 
shock and stack. 

‘In the middle Atlantic states, including 
North Carolina and Ohio and portions of Ken- 
tucky, tobacco has suffered much from 
drought and heat, but in the last mentioned 
state the general condition of the crop is prom- 
sing. Some cutting has been done as far 
north as Maryland and Ohio.’’ 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August 1{!4.—Dull demand for 
brown cotton, and market continues irregular. 
Print cloth yarns moderate and steady. No 
change in bleached cottons; orders moderate 
and prices steady. Wide sheetings quiet and 
unchanged. Denims, ticks, plaids and other 
coarse colored goods in indifferent demand, 
with ready sellers. Prints unchanged; fair 
sales of staple lines at previous prices. Ging- 
hams without feature. Silks are selling indif- 
ferentlyg and market easy with price irregu- 
lar. Hé@siery and underwear for next spring in 
fair request. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 14.—Cotton In Liverpool 
very feverish today; opened 2 to 3-64d higher, 
reacted and closed 3 to 2-64d below last night's 
prices, despite reports of bullish circular :s- 
sued by Neill (details not given.) The market 
ruled active and feverish, opene dhigher, re- 
acted sharply on selling for southern account 
and reports of rain in some sections of the 
Carolinas and Georgia. Liverpool also sold. 
Some new buying has been attracted by ex- 
pectation of unfavorable report by the weekly 
Weather bulletin. Cotton declined !0 points 
this afternoon on heavy liquidating sales ow- 
ing to the weekly weather report by the bu- 
reau being much better than expected. There 
is also some doubt about the bullish tendency 
of Neill’s circular. The above two features 
led to general selling, at first by locals and 
later on by New Orleans and continent. Re- 
ceipts of new cotton are on a moderate scale 
yet, but as dry weather is now predicted for 
Tennessee, we may look for some increase in 
movement soon. 


S. Munn, Son & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August [4.—Cotton declined 16 
to 21 points, closing steady with estimated 
sales of 300,000 bales. A reaction at Liv- 
erpool after an early advance, a cessation of 
the Texas rains, Liverpool, southern and local 
selling for both sidex of the account caused the 
decline. The government report was unfa- 
vorable, but it had little effect, causing a 
rally of only 4 to 6 points, after which prices 
again weakened, closing at the lowest. 

Showers were reported in the Carolinas. 
Batesburg, S. C., reports: ‘‘Complaints that 
the crop will be cut s hort.’’

‘“T will tell you’ what happened to me 
if you want to know, but you must let 
me talk slowly, because it is hard for me 
to say things in Dngtish and say them 


} fast, the way you Americans talk, I could 


tell it to you faster if you would let me 
talk in my own language. But I will do 
the best I can. “ 

“We were taking a sail. I like to sail. 
and often went in. boats in China—in 
flower boats. They are more pretty than 
the boats they use here, but I don't be- 
lieve they go quite so fast, 

“After we would sail, they said, we 
would catch crabs. I like that, and I have 
caught two, but not this time. We did not 
try to catch crabs this time, because the 
water came in the boat and some were 


frightened, very. 
““T not frightened, very, I know about 
boats, and I swim a very little. Then. 
near me, was my son; he can swim, and 
Captain Nesmith and Mrs. Nesmith. They 
can swim. Mrs. Nesmith can swim fine, 
They would not let me drown. Captain 
Nesmith would .save us all, He is an 
American and brave, 

‘The water came in fast, very. The 
boatman tried to get us to land, but the 
boat wauld not go. The water came in 
faster. Then some. were frightened, very. 
I try not to be frightened, and I sat still 
until some one tell me to get up on the 
seat. Then I get up there, and look down, 
and there is water all below us. 

“Then some cry and all. call ‘Help! 
Help! Come to us! Then men come to us 
in smal) boats and lift us into those boats 
and take us to land, and we are safe, and 
I am ‘glad, very. 

“But I was not frightened—that is, not 
very. That its all, It is hard for me to 
talk in English.”
